The Scarab beetle was a manifestation of the Sun god, whose rays warmed , 
Egypt and promised resurrection into the next life. Ancient Egyptians frequent- ; 
ly carried Scarab amulets. Most often carved out of steatite stone, the top j’i 
usually depicted the sacred beetle, although occasionally another design was : 
employed while still retaining the basic beetle shape. The bottom of scarabs ,i 
bear a variety of sacred symbols, names, representations of the gods, and j:l 
occasionally, the'names of the Pharaohs of Egypt. 

SCARABS: All have minor chips and breaks but are nice specimens and i 
measure Vi"-1" in length...

The Eye of Horus commemorates the sacrifice Horus made In battle 
against the evil deity Seth. The eye was later miraculously restored to Horus. 

The Eye of Horus 
was a symbol as universal and meaningful In ancient Egypt as the Star of David 
is to Judaism and the Cross to Christianity.
